The feed-roller is cleaned by a fixed 
cylindrical scraper, which passes over the 
roller when it is at the full extent of its 
stroke. 

The main characteristics of the design of 
the manure spreader are simplicity of work- 
ing, lightness and strength, and the low cost 
of production. It may be added that the 
machine is fitted with mould boards, operated 
by a series of pees lifting links, enabling 
a direct lift to be given to the boards. These 
boards have been added at the request of 
several farmers, to enable the operator to 
sew between the ridges. The mould boards 
are arranged so as to allow the ridge on each 
side of the potatoes to be split, thus reform- 
ing the ridge over the potato. 


HAY-MAKING APPLIANCE. 

Messrs. Bamfords, Lid., Uttoxeter, showed 
& new patent swath-turner, windrawer and 
side-rake.

LEADERSHIP’ AND: ORGANISED 


EFFORT. 


ll not be tly surprised if gome

owl, than for the importers of the commod)- 
ties we consume from Britain and elsewhere.

Position of the Creameries. 


Consider, for instance, the position of our 
creameries. In the vefy midst of the '' flush 
season the country is confronted with what is 
virtually a blockade, In July, 1922, we ex- 
ported 6,509 tons of butter, and that, too, at 
a time when unsettlément bat little short, of 
civil war diverted or held up transit in 4& 
considerable area of our best dairying dis- 
tricts. How much of the corresponding poten- 
tial export for the second half of the current 
month is going to work—or fight—its way 
through to the British market; how much 
will depreciate in cold store, aiming at reach- 
ing its market when, after a suicidal struggle, 
a term is put to the strike; how much 
in the meanwhile will go bad or lose its 
market altogether? Reflecting on these pro- 
blems, we can well understand the impatience 
of the ' practical.’ farmer with, the claims of 
Trinity College or of Galway in the matter 
of agricultura] education. 


Nation’s Food Supplies. 


Such irritation is, nevertheless, a profound 
mistake.~ We have some reason to hope that 
efforts are in the making to save the nation’s 
food supplies, and incidentally to reduce the’ 
risk that Irish farmers, to whom fate has 
administered many severe blows of late, may 
lose heart and turn their skill and labour to 


such efforts to succeed they must be carefull 
organised, and a condition antecedent to suc 
organisation is a degree of education to which 
too many ‘‘mere”’ farmers are strangers, 
through no fault of our own. - [he matter is 
not, of course, one for isolated or even 
unorganised groups of farmers to undertake. 
It is one for co-ordinate action on the part 
of those bodies which represent the industry, 
Our point is, however, that effective 


Organisation. 


organisation is difficult, or impossible, to 
those who have not been ‘‘educated up to 
it,” and that the education of the farmer 
requires the fullest thought that the experts 
and the witnesses before the Commission can 
University’ education, indeed, 
may not be desirable for all farmers; and as 
it is not, in any event, practicable for them 
in the Ireland of to-day, the question. of its 
general desirability is merely academic. Two. 
things, however, are desirable in the interests 
of good farming which are not impracticable; 
or, if they are, ought not to remain so. One 
is a sound primary education, with a 
definitely rural atmosphere for all those whose 
future lot it must be to work.upon the land, 
and a more technical ‘‘ contintation”’ course 
for such of these sons of the soil as are able 
and willing to profit from it. - It was some- 
times urged against our system of national 
education in the Ireland, of yesterday that it 
was too literary. We @onfess that we have 
often looked for, but seldom found, the “too 
literary ” farmer’s son. But what was meant 
by the critics was. that, raral, education was, 
and is, tod urbanised, and that is profoundly 
true. 


Leadership Wanted. 


Meanwhile the second desideratum which we 
hold to be needed by the farming community 
is leadership. Even. under a democracv 
human nature changes but slowly, and it is 
not native to Irish psychology to regard one 
man as being “as goód as another.” The 
‘best’? man, indeed, is not necessarily the 
“best born,” but he is—other things being 

ual—usually the best educated. That is 
why the agricultural aspects of an University 
education matter profoundly in an-agricultural 
nation, and matter most in times of stress. 
The work of the co-operative movement and 
ef the farmers’ unions and other bodies 
dedicated to the'service of farming may tó 
some extent take the place of personal leader- 
ship, but combination does not obliterate the 
force. and influence of personality and com- 
bined effort is frequently—perhaps, indeed, toa 
frequently—due to the initiative of one man. 
The Universities in. this country have their 
share in producing local leaders throughout 
the country: ‘Maynooth has its share, too. 
These and the Agricultural eges have had 
a marked effect upon agritulture in rural 
Ireland, chiefly, of course, through picked 
men, Jay or clerical, whose reputation stood 
high with their neighbours. Make a new 
implement, many a new method of treating the 
soil and the crops, has owed its initiation te 
such pioneers. Nevertheless, the problem of 
gang education, as a whole, is still ún. 
solved, or, at, the best, but imperfectly solved, 
in every branch—primary, secondary, univer- 
PD.

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THE ROYAL SHOW AND ITS SCOPE. 


The first thing that. strikes a visitor to 
the Royal Show is the vast extent of the 
Shey yard. This year the Show was on the 
famous Town Moor adjoining Newcastle-on- 
Tyne, and covered 146 acres. To one accus- 
tomed to the compact premises at Ballsbridge, 
and familiar with the location and arrange- 
ments of the various sections there, the 
tremendous area covered by the Royal Show 
is somewhat bewildering at first; and it is 
only towards the end of the first day that 
one begins to get a fair grip of the geography 
of the grounds. A map, which is issued 
with the catalogue, and numerous signposts 
erected on the grounds, assist the visitor con- 
siderably. 

_A MIGRATORY SHOW. 

Tt. is, of course, well known that the Royal 
Show is a migratory. one, and as such is pay- 
ing its way. It was nota financial success 
while it remained’ at one centre—namely, 
Park yal, near London, where it was 
held for a number of years. This is easily 
understood ‘when it is recalled that a show of 
this nature must, depend largely on the neigh- 
bouring counties for a good “gate.” While 
breed enthusiasts will travel long distances 
to attend such a display, the bulk of the 
visitors comes from the surrounding counties, 
By changing the location each year the show 
taps a new area of support; for practically 
the whole farming community in the adjoin- 
ing counties avail themselves of the oppor- 
tunity of seeing this great annual exposition 
by the Royal Agricultural Society of England. 
and which is unquestionably the greatest 
agricultural show in the world, 

The Show was attended by great numbers of 
people. Wide spaces that on the opening. day 
gave the impression of having been foolishly 
wasted were packed’ with people on the 
second and succeeding days. The total ats 
tendance by visitors who paid for admission 
was ,over 186,000 dirring the five days the 
Show lasted. On the third day more than 
63,000 persons attended. 

Dense throngs collected in the neighbour- 
hood of any novel exhibits in the way of 
animals or machinery; and so amazingly big 
was the place and so intense the interest 
shown by the public that, even by attending 
each day, it was a matter of physical impos- 
sibility to inspect, except in the most casual 
manner, the various sections contained in the 
Show grounds. 

LIVE STOCK EXHIBIT. 

The first day is devoted entirely to judging ; 
and from half-past eight in. the morning till 
four or five in the afternoon the visitor who 
has any technical or professional interest in 
the adjudication is kept busy trying to get 
from ring to ring and ping in touch with 
the various b and classes of animals that 
are being judged. To give an idea of the size 
of the ‘live stock ‘exhibits, it Thay be ‘men- 
tioned. that there were. re resented .at the 
Show fifteen distinet breeds of ‘horses and 
ponies. There were .twenty breeds of cattle. 
twenty-one breeds of sheep and ten bréeds of 
pigs. For.each of these breeds numerous 
classes are provided, and, with very 
few exceptions; there are good = entries 
in each class, and the competition is 
always very keen, since,.the winning of á 
prize at this show is regarded as a hall-mark 
for any animal, and a matter of great credit 
to the herd or stud where it is bred.

MACHINERY. 

Right inside the entrance to the Show 
grounds there is an immense display of 
machinery in motion and of all classes of farm 

y be seen every type 
of agricultural mathinery, from that necessary 
to the working of a five thousand acre estate 
down to the simple implements suited to a 
small holding of twenty acres. Although 
there were a number of distinctly new maple 
mehts, the majority were merely improved 
types of those already in general use; the 
improvements, while not altering the outward 
appearance of the machine, are most im- | 
portant, being designed for greater efficiency 
in working and for making the wearing paris 
more durable. There was noticeable in all a 
tendency towards cutting out unnecessary 
weight and making the draught easier on 
horses or tractor. 

Two new machines, or, rather, attachments, 
deserve mention. was a self-feeder for 
a steam threshing set, which wae fitted with 
knives, by means of which the binding of the 
sheaves was cut, and they were fed into the 
thrésher- without any more manual help than 
was involved in having a man pitching the 
sheaves to the feeder. 

The other was a stooking attachment for a 
reaper and binder. The sheaves could be 
collected on this attachment to any number 
that was desired—four, six,. eight, or ten. 
The stook, then, lightly bound around the 
head with binder twine, glided off the at- 
tachment on to the ground, and was left 
standing there. 

‘ FOREIGN VISITORS. 

There were visitors present from almost 
every country in the world. Everywhere 
about the Show yard one saw groups of 
Americans, and there were many present from 
the Argentine and the British Colomies, as 
well as from all the European cOjintries, par- 
ticularly from.Holland and Denmark. ere 
was also a fair sprinkling of visitors from 


Ireland. 
IRISH INTERESTS. ‘ 

It. was a pity that, owing to the restric 
tions previously mentioned, Irish exhibitors 
were not in a ition to bring their stock 
to the Show, It provides an excellent oppor- 
‘tunity. íor advertising Irish herds and 
developing the important trade between this 

and Great Britain. 
The splendid qualities of Irish-bred horses 
‘cannot be too frequently brought under the 
‘notice of potential buyers from distant 
countries; and the opportunities for finding 
ets for our agricultural products are 

particularly numerous at immense gatherings 
such as assembled at Newcastle-on-I'yne. 
There is no Irish farmer who could afford 
the money but would enjoy and be deeply 
interested in this great English agricultural 
exposition. Next *s Show will be held at 
‘Leicester during first week of July, and 
the question of organising tours to that centre 
by: parties of farmers is well worth consider- 
ing.

NECESSITY FOR JMMEDIATE 
SPRAYING. 


The appearance of blight in the West oi 
Tir usa it desirable for potato growers 
to resort at once to spraying, if they have not 
already done so. ihe continuance of fine 
sunny weather is adverse to the spread of 
the p econ but dark and cloudy <eys, with 
mists and showers, are conditions that favour 
the spread of blight, and as these conditions 
have manifested themselves during the past 
week, the prudent farmer will take warning 
and have his potato crop sprayed as soon as 
ible. 
It is unwise to depend on one application 
of the spray. After the first dressing new 
foliage appears on the stalk, and this also re- 
uires protection from the ravages of | light. 
ecordingly a second dressing should always 
be given a fortnight or three weeks after the 
first. 
Cultivators should not be deterred from 
spraying on account of light showers. If the 
mixture gets a short while to dry on the 
plants rain will not easily wash it off. 
Experience shows that a mixture of sulphate 
of copper and washing soda gives the best 
results, and is the easiest to work. Pure 
materials should be used. For those who wish 
to prepare their own mixtures the following 
directions may. be helpful. 
A paraffin barrel of forty gallons capacity 
should be thoroughly. washed out, and thirty- 
five gallons of clean water poured into it, 
Immersed in the water, just below the sur- 
face, should be hung a canvas bag or a 
piece of clean canvas cloth containing eight 
pounds of sulphate of copper well ground into 
powder. In a separate vessels, ten pounds 
of washing soda should be dissolved in five 
gallons of water, and when the sulphate of 
copper has dissolved in the barrel, the five 
gallons containing the dissolved washing soda 
should be slowly poured into the barrel, the 
whole mixture being continuously stirred. The 
mixture is then ready. 

It is of considerable importance to re- 
member that sprayin mixture should 
be used as soon as possible after it is made. 
The longer it is held over the more ineffective 
it. becomes for the purpose intended, and the 
more easily it is washed off by rain. It is 
also essential: to note that it cannot be too 
much agitated. It should always be well 
stirred before being transferred to the 
sprayer. 

If heavy rain falls before the spray has 
time tó dry on the ‘stalks it will wash o 
some of the mixture. In such a case a secon 
dressing should be given immediately. 

About 120 gallons of mixture is required 
for one spraying a statute acre of 
potatoes, or nearly gallons for an Irish 
acre. "

FURTHER FALL IN 
AGRICULTURAL VALUES.

Owing mainly to the reductions in the prices 
of fat sh and milk across the Channel, the 
general index number of the prices of agri- 
cultural produce has declined from 54 per 
cent, above pre-war in May to 51 per cent. 
above in June. 

During the last five months prices of agri- 
cultural produce generally have been about 
10 per cent. below those of the corresponding 
months of last year.

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NTEMPORARY BRITISH ARTISTS. 
pong Ernest Benn, the publishers of 
these six books upon present-day British 
artists, deserve to be congratulated.

The Labour Crisis. 


The dockers’ dispute begins already to 
givé proof of its immense potentialities of 
loss for the Free State. The dependence 
of the State s most important industry on 
the cross-Channe] shipping services re- 
oeived a striking illustration yesterday at 
the cost of the Dublin cattle market. At 
Cork, too, the harbour is sealed against 
At Waterford the Great. Western 
Railway Company has suspended its 
services w&h Fishguard. At Limerick the 
bacon-packers seem to havé been. drawn 
into the dispute and the factories are 
closed. Unless an early settlement is 


achieved the process cf dislocation ard 


unemployment will spread with deadly 
certainty until every corner of the 
twenty-six counties is involved. Only 
clear thinking and wise action can avert 
the manifold dangers which this situation 
holds. Sooner or later everybody will be 
compelled to recognise one fundamental 
necessity. The standard of wages ia the 
Free State mast conform to the standard 
which the world’s conditions have imposed 
on .all other countries in Europe. The 
existing wages, which in nearly all ‘trades 
are considerably higher than in Great 
Britain, are an impossible handicap on 
industry. The Free State is subject to 
the universal laws of competition, and it 
cannot expect to be able to live in an 
economic vacuum. That is the shipping 
companies’ case in the present dispute. 
The point whether the dockers are on 
strike or have been locked eut is made 
negligible by the hard fact that, unless 
wages are brought down to the British 
level, the companies must ge out of busi- 
ness altogether. The same condition 
governs every other industry in the Free 
State. Yesterday a representative meeting 
of employers passed resolutions which 
declare, in effect, that the case of the 
shipping companies is the case of all, and 
that, “in the general interests of the 
community,” the artificial standard of 
wages and the anomalies of present work- 
ing conditions must be reformed without 
further delay. 

The significance of these resolutions is 
unmistakable. One of two things must 
happen within the next few days. The 
largest employers in other industries will 
range themselves with the shipping com- 
panies and will stand or fall by the result 
of their commou effort; or some general 
settlement will be reached that will stop 
the trouble before the whole country is 
involv A conflict not merely between 
one industry and one branch of Labour, 
but between all industries and all 
branches of Labour, would be, in very 
truth, a national disaster. Sanity and 
the very instinct of survival demand that 
a most earnest effort shall be made to 
find a basis of settlement before the situa- 
tion leaps ‘beyond the borders of control. 
If there is to be such a settlement, Labour 
must take the first step. We make this 
statement not as champions of Capital, 
but . because the whole logic of facts 
supports it. The employers cannot recede 
from their main position because they 
have been thrust into it by economic laws 
as inexorable as the Nemesis of Greek 
tragedy. Only Labour retains some 
freedom of choice, and it must choose 
now between lower wages ‘and no wages 
at all. Two things are required from it 
for the creation of.an atmosphere in which 
settlement will become possible. Im the 
first place, it must accept, in principle, 
the necessity of an all-round reduction of 
wages. In the next place, it must set its 
own house in order, recognising that 
Capital, however willing, can make no 
bargain with it until the machinery and’ 
sanctions of collective bargaining have 
thése two things, details oí settlement 
will become—as they sre not now— 
amenable to negotiation. The employers 


} will be able. to meet the workers in con-. 


ference. The Government will be able to 
exert its influence with some prospect of 
success. In a word, the issue is in the 
hands of Labour, which, as an established 
party, is confronted to-day with its: first

For Britain the Turk will be 
a Northern neighbour, with irredentist 
yearnings’ towards Mosul in particular 
and Mesopotamia in general; and 
the British Government is especially 
interested in keeping him in a sensible 
frame of mind. Fortunately, the two races 
and their representatives have found the 
knack of “hitting it off’’ with each other. 
The German-educated Young Turk is & 
different breed, but there are signs that 
the new Turkey ..ay prefer—now that she 
is established in her old. place—to move 
aleng the old lines of intercourse. Time 
will show, and in the meanwhile the 
Western nations must be prepared to 
exhibit exemplary patience while the Turk 
rids his system of the Oriental hubris with 
which military victories over the Greeks 
and his diplomatic victory over the Allies 
have filled him. 


Our Daily Bread. 


There is not a little romance in the story 
of the means by which the world’s cereal 
production keeps pace with the world’s 
steadily multiplying appetites. Some hint of 
it is to be found in the official estimates, 
furnished by the British. Ministry of Agri- 
culture and Fisheries, of the cereal crops 
for the current year. Estimates from 
countries represcnting seventy-five per 
cent. of the wheat production of the 
Northern hemisphere indicate that this 
year's harvest will yield 1,205 million 
hundredweights—an increase of 4.2 per 
cent. over last year’s yield. All the other 
cereals show a substantial increase, and 
the total production of wheat, rye, 
barley and oats reaches he astonishing 
figure. of 2,296 million cwts. That i", 
approximately, one hundred and fifteen 
million tone—enough to fill eleven and a 
half million ten-ton railway trucks, or 
twenty-three thousand large cargo 
steamers. Without estimating this vast 
total in numbers of loaves of bread, hogs- 
heads of spirit, plates of porridge and 
nose-bags of horse-feed, we may feel well 
assured that there will be “enough to go 
round’’ in 1924. Thousands’ of farmers 
all over the world are needed to produce 
this enormous mountain of food, “ lest 
street-bred people die”; and the vast 
majority of them complain, with apparent 
justification, that they are allowed to get 
very little out of it and that a trifle would 
tempt them to give up farming altogether.

OBITUARY.

REAR-ADMIRAL SIGSBEE. 


A Reuter message from New York an- 
nounces the death of Rear-Admiral Charles 
Dwight Sigsbee. Born at Albany (New York) 
in 1845, Admiral Sigsbee was appointed to 
the American Navy. as Capital Ensign in 


865. 

He took part in the Civil War, and in the 
Spanish-American war, and was in command 
of the battleship Maine when she was blown 
up and destroyed in Havana Harbour on Feb- 
ruary 15th. 1898. For ‘extraordinary heroism 
displayed during the war with Spain and on 
the occasion of the wreck of the Maine he 
was “ advanced three numbers in rank.” . 

Rear-Admiral Sigsbee had held many im- 
portant appointments and commands. He in- 
troduced’ numerous inventions and new 
methods in deep-sea exploration, for which he 
received th Red Eagle of Prussia from the 
late Emperor of Germany, as well as a gold 
medal. He was author of “ Deep Sea Sound- 
ing and Dredging,”’ ‘‘ The United States 
Coast Survey,” 1860, and a “ Personal Nar- 
rative of the Battleship Máine, 1899. 


MR. T. A. LEWIS. 
Mr. T. A. Lewis, Liberal member for the 


University of Wales, died suddenly in London 


on Wednesday night as the result of a chill 
contracted at the end of last week. 

Mr. Lewis, who was aged 41, was returned 
for Pontypridd in 1918, and became Junior 
Lord of the Treasury. At the late election 
he stood for the University of Wales as 4 
National Liberal, defeating Sir E. J. Ellis 
Griffith, Liberal, and an Independent lady 
candidate. Mr. Lewis had served in Salonika. 


REV. PREBENDARY WEBB- 
PEPLOE. 


The death occurred yesterday, in his 
eighty-sixth year, of the Rev. Prebendary H. 
w Webb-Peploe. He had been Prebendary 
of St. Paul's Cathedral since 1893. He was 
author of several well-known works on sacred 
subjects. The funeral will take place on Mon- 
day at St. Paul’s, Onslow square, South 
Kensington, London, of which he was for- 
merly Vicar. 


MR. LOUIS CALVERT. 


The news of Mr. Louis Calvert’s death will 
be regretted by all who admire sound acting, 
and especially by those who have enjoyed his 
masterly interpretations of Shakespearean 
character. It was announced from New York 
last night that Mr. Calvert had been found 
dead in his bed, the cause of death being 
heart disease. 

Son of the late Charles Calvert, a well- 
known theatrical manager, Louis Calvert was 
born at Manchester in 1859. The child, in his 
case, may be said to have been father of the 
man; for all his life and art was bound up 
with the theatre. It was not till 1878, how- 
ever, that he made his first appearance on 
the stage at the Theatre Royal, Durban. The 
following year found him playing in the 
Theatre Royal, Melbourne, and in 1880 he 
returned to England, where he soon was 
known as one of the most versatile and ac- 
complished players on the British stage. His 
natural abilities were great: they were per- 
fected by sound study, by wide experience 
in varied fields, and by association with 
those sterling schools in which the powers of 
Sarah Thorne, Miss Wallace. Osmond Tearle, 
Sir Henry Irving and Sir Herbert Tree were

VITAL ISSUES AT STAKE. 
——— 


“THE TIMES” OF TO-DAY SAYS:— 


The Cabinet discussed yesterday, without 
coming to a definite conclusion, the draft 
reply to Germany which it is proposed to 
submit to the Allies. Such deliberation is 
not. inexplicable. . It is no light thing to 
take a step that may materially change the 
general aspect. of the European situation, and 
no one would greatly complain if the final 
decision were defer for a few days-longer, 
if only care is taken that the final decision is 
sound and corresponds exactly with the 
general tendency of British opinion. 

The Government have begun to move at 
last, but they cannot move hastily. They 
are bound to base their responsible action, 
not on any mere formal watchwords, or on 
any unenlightened instincts, but on what they 
believe to be a definite trend of national 
feeling. 

The Prime Minister and his colleagues may 
deliberate for a day or two. They may wait 
and watch. No one will complain so long as 
they say in the end what England thinks. 

There remains one great impediment to the 
renewal of general conversations on the funda- 
mental questions of the amount and form of 
German payments and the regulation of inter 
Allied debts. The impediment lies in the 
French demand that the Allies should 
associate themselves with her in insisting that 
the German wovernment should withdraw its 
support of passive resistance to French opera- 
tions in the Ruhr. Our Governmént wish to 
renew negotiations in the interests of a 
general solution, and for the very purpose 
that the French Government declare that 
they are pursuing in. the Ruhr. 

It is for the French Government to make 
common action fruitful and effective. It is 
for them to stibordinate their separate action 
to the common aim. The Entente, the further 
operation of which is in question now, is not 
a one-sided compact, but a broad understand- 
ing providing for a free association of inde- 

ndent wills. Common action is still possible.

France that British opinion does not and 
cannot approve in word or in action of the 
method adopted by France in the Ruhr, and 
if at the same time it is made perfectly clear 
that Great Britain ie no less determined than 
Franee that Germany shall. carry out her 
obligations.

- The 
police used to be in and out to see who was 
about the place. On the night of the raid 
Hally was in the knitchen in the basement of 
the hotel.

with his clothes on. 

The police went upstairs afterwards and she 
said to them:—‘‘I do not want any trouble 
as Mr. Breen is away, and would you mind 
going out.” They asked whether an was 
staying ,in the house, and said t they 
would have to search it. She replied that 
they had no arms or ammunition and that 
there was ne one in the hotel except herself 
and the barmaids. The police then ed a 
linen press and looked into some of bed- 
rooms where the barmaids had undressed. 
Hally was in a bedroom at the end of the 
corridor and the police did not go to it. When 
things got quiet Hally went away. 

She remembered the raid on the night when 
Bryant fired the shot. —“ Bryant,” said wit- 
ness, “was a bit of a disturber.” She re- 
membered the week of the ambush. Her 
husband was mot out any night that week, 
up to the 7th January. At that time they 
used to be up at night minding the baby, who 
had pneumonia. On the night of the ambush 
they got the men in the bar out about 14 
o'clock, As a rule they found it difficult to 
get them out.

QUESTIONS TO THE JURY.

was ‘‘boss’’ of the whole place on the night 
of the 6th January, 1021. He was the one

The “statement, of claim said that the three 
conspirators were dressed in police uniform, 
but in his evidence the plaintiff said that 
they were in plain clothes—two disguised by 
having handkerchiefs over their faces and the 
third by having a mask over his face, The 
jury were not to decide the case on assump- 
tions or speculation-or's ing of that Kid. 
The case involved a charge of one of the most 
serious crimes that could be brought in a 
court of justice, and, although in ordinary 
circumstances he (the Lord Chief Justice) had 
power to exercise a discretionary right, he 
would not exercise any such power in a case 
of this character; but the result, so far as the 
duty of the jury was concerned, must be the 
game as if they were trying a criminal charge 
—they were asked to convict a person of the

Had 
it not been for his evidence it would have heen 
his lordship’s duty to withdraw the case from 
the jury in the absence of legal evidence 
against the defendant. 


MR. BREEN’S ALLEGED ADMISSION. 


The admission that Mr. Breen was said to 
have made might. be used as evidence against 
him, as evidence that. could be submitted to a 
jury; but Mr. Breen denied on oath having 
made the admission deposed to. Conversatiozs 
repeated a long time after they took place 
were. sometimes entirely difterent from the 
original conversations. During his thirty-five 
or thirty-six years’ experience he had never 
heard of a case which depended -apon a con- 
versation that took place a long time before. 
On the previous day he made an observation 
that a preliminary to a conversation in a 
public-house in Waterford, as elsewhere, was 
a drink. But it appeared in the evening 
papers that the preliminary’ was confin 
entirely to Waterford, the words ‘‘as ¢lse- 
where ’ being omitted. That afforded a strik- 
ing example of how.a mere turn in a con- 
versation might give an entirely different 
meaning to a phrase. 

Would it be safe te convict a man of con- 
spiracy to murder because of what he said 
to a solicitor in a railway carriage a long 
time ago? It was his duty to tell them that 
they should not bring in a verdict against 
Breen, unless they were satisfied that he used 
the words attributed to him, and that ‘he 
meant what he said, and that he was one 
of the men who brought Hally to’ the Done- 
raile Walk. Hally knew Breen well, bat he 
could not identify him as being there that 
night. He undoubtedly was treated in a 
gross and inhgman manner, but the «jury 
would have to be satisfied that one of the 
men responsible was Breen. | 

There was nothing in the. inéident when 
“The Soldier’s Song” was sung that would 
show hostility between Breen and Hally, 

Having reviewed the evidence, his lordship 
said that except for the conversation’ in the 
railway carriage there was not one particle 
of evidence against Breen. 

If the jury cared to convict a man an the 
evidence of a chance statement in a railway 
carriage—well, he supposed they could do so. 
But they must be satisfied beyond all reason- 
able doubt that on this night Breen, instead 
of minding his wife and sick child, was out 
at the Doneraile Walk engaged in a murier- 
ows conspiracy.
